aired. A friend later phoned to report it. Perhaps it was aired out there. If so, 
again, I’d appreciate o reaction, for I anticipate more of these things end the 
opinions of those familiar with the subject could be quite helpful. 



So, on the fburth of my sppearanoes on tMs, my electronic weekend, apparently it 
wee just as exciting as I had thought after the show was over. I wish they didn’t le 
leave me so exhausted. I cannot sleep when they ere done. After taping th^ NY thing 
I triad to sleep but geve up and drive home beginning about 4 a.m* I didn t even 
tyr end sleep after Long *‘ohn. Yesterday a.m., after McKinney, it was four a.m. 
before I even tried to sleep, and I was up before 7. My three s.m, call today was fr . 
from soma one in the book field, experienced in public relations, who spent 40 costly 
minutes telling me that against the claque of lawyers, tipped off in advance of tte 
taping session and in the audience, it was like the Marines landing. ”hls appears 
to be the leas pungently expressed belief of the others Who have called. I to d a note 
from Sylvia, who I had informed about the probable taping date. Today I found out th 
that the station had been plugging this show all week 8nd that it waa listed in TV 
guide* Anyway, Sylvia was to be out of range of th station but 3aid she* d try and 
be home fo. the 11 p.m. beginning. If she was let* she still mode itift and 1 hope 
she taped it. The station has promised me the audie of the t-pe. I also want her 
opinion, for in heat and anger one csn err Bnd tend toward incoherence on the feet.

Of 
this my agent gets ten percent (he’s in Snglend), and if he had tod no great expenses 
I’ll be able to pay back $450 of the $800 I borrowed fornthe down payment to the 
printer, who hss, to date, gotten nothing else. H e’s been wonderful, ton, going ahead 
■ith the reprinting without any cash. The first 500 copies of the next 5,000 ars due 
Tuesday s.m..,.! picked up a *hila distributor but need distribution in the central 
pert of the counry, if any, of you hsve any suggestions. .. .I’ve tried to tell you What 
news * have and if you can tall others who might be interested, I’d appreciate it.
